Emperor’s Condition Has Be 


come Worse. 


•IE HAS ACUTE 
NEPHRITIS 


He Suffered a Bad Attack Last Friday 


and H as Been 
Unconscious Since 


Then— Little Hope For Recovery. 


Toklo, July 22.—The condition of 
the mikado has become worse. Th© 
principal physicians who are in at 
tendance were in consultation. They 
I nu lid that his symptoms had been ag­ 
gravated and that the heart action 
had become weaker. 
The emjjeror 
has been 
suffering 
from diabetic nephritis since 1904. A 
heat wave a week ago, complicated 
with some intestinal trouble, precipi­ 
tated a bad attack and lie has been 
unconscious since Friday. The indica­ 
tions as to his recovery are decidedly 
unfavot able. 
A bulletin 
issued stated that his 
temperature was slightly lower, being 
39.4 centigrade, or something less than 
103 Fahrenhtit. His mind was a little 
clearer, but otherwise these was no 
change in his condition. 
The emperor is becoming worse and 
his death seems near. Indeed, many 
assume that it has already occurred, 
as such an announcement is often de* 
layed for some time. The last bulletin 
stated that the delirium continued, that 
there was cramp of the upper limbs 
and that he xvus only able to take a 
very small iiantity of liquid forced. 
The emperor Is suffering from great 
exhaustion and a violent fever. 
The issuance of bulletins In regard 
to the condition of the mikado Is a 
new departure in Japan, arid Is due 
altogether to the influence of Premier 
Saionji with the court. It Is believed 
that. the present prime minister, who 
is a progressive, will disregard the 
old custom of concealing the truth In 
regard to the condition of the emperor 
and will continue to keep the public 
informed as to his condition. 
During the imperial cherry party in 
April many persons remarked on the 
changed look of the mikado. He pie 
sided at the commencement of the im­ 
perial university on July IO. 
An official bulletin said that his con 
dition was graver. His pulse was ir­ 
regular and weaker and the arms had 
become convulsive. 
The change for the worse came sud­ 
denly on Friday evening. The emperor 
was then conscious and engaged in 
talking to his wife. In the midst of 
chis conversation he suffered a sud 
den collapse, and the court physicians 
were summoned. The vigil of the em­ 
press at her husband’s bedside was 
shared by a number of the court la 
dies. 
The weather is very hot in Toklo, 
tile thermometer registering 90 de 
groes in the shade. Hts majesty’s bed 
has been moved to a sitting room in 
(he palace. 
Tho crown prince, Yoshihito, heir to 
the throne, who Is re overing from a 
case of chlckeni>ox and Is still confined 
to his bed, reeeived the news of his 
father’s illness. He has not yet been 
able to visit tile imlaee. His wife, how 
ever, went at once to the palace. She 
is acting on behalf of her husband 
and 
cons'antly 
communicates 
with 
him by telephone, giving him the lat­ 
est news from the sick bed. 
The 
Inijierlal 
princes, 
summoned 
from their summer residences, repair­ 
ed to the palace, together with all the 
notables at present in the capital, to 
await the latest nesw from the sick 
c h a m a r. 
The city of Toklo has been silent 
sln< e Saturday night, when all tb**at- 
: b al productions and the playing ot 
music were stopped out of deference 
to the Illness of the ruler.

I cannot sit here now, beneath 
the protecting shadow of a flag for 
which my son fought and died, and 
write that I regret the ending, for 
years of peace have taught us of the 
South lessons no less valuable than 
did the war; yet do I rejoice today 
that, having once donned the gray, I 
wore it until the last shotted gun 
voiced its grim m essage to the North 


It is hardly m ore than a dream now, 
som etim es vague and shadowy, again 
distinct with living figures and his­ 
toric scenes, 
I require but to close 
my eyes to behold once more those 
slender lines of ragged, weary, hun­ 
gry men, to whom fighting had be­ 
come synonym ous with life. 
I pasa 
again through the fiery rain of those 
last fierce battles, when in despera­ 
tion 
we 
sought 
to 
check 
the un­ 
numbered 
blue 
legions 
that 
fairly 
crushed us beneath their weight. 
I saw it all; I held a part in it all. 
Upon that April day which witnessed 
the turning of the last sad page in' 
this tragedy, I stood without the Mc­ 
Lean house, ankle deep in the tram­ 
pled mud of the yard, surrounded by 
a group of Federal officers. 
W ithin 
was my commander, the old 
gray 
hero of Virginia, together with the 
great silent soldier of the North. 
Few about me spoke ss we waited 
in restless agony. 
No one addressed 
me, and I think there must have been 
a look in my face which held them 
dumb. 
I know not how long 
I 
waited, 
standing beside my horse, with head 
half bowed upon his neck, seeing the 
figures about me as in a dream. 
At 
last the door was flung 
open, 
and 
those within came forth. 
He was in 
advance of them all.

depths of those sorrowful grsy eyes, 
I read instantly the truth—the Army 
of Northern Virginia was no more.
